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Mississippi County Farm News 


A new' seven year record was set 
for Mississippi County IOO Bushel 
Corn Club members last week when 
Harold Hill was found to have pro­ 
duced 169 bushels of corn per acre 
on his farm south of Bertrand. 
This high production was made on 
sandy clay loam soil which accord­ 
ing to a 1953 soil test contained 2.6 
per cent organic matter. This com­ 
pared with I O to 16 per cent on 
most of the lightest sands of the 
county to 2 8 to 3 6 per cent on the 
county’s heavy black soils. The test 
showed the soil to bo a little below 
standard in its phosphate and pot­ 
ash content but the supply of these 
minerals has been built up by ap­ 
plications during the past 
two 
years. 
The fertilizer applied in 1955 con­ 
sisted of 160 pounds of 8-24-8 used 
in the rows as a starter at planting 
time and 140 lbs. of anhydrous am ­ 
monia applied when the corn was 
about 8 inches high.

with us in conducting a corn spac­ 
ing demonstration evidently failed 
to direct the corn club committee 
to the best part of his field w'hen 
they came to check his best 5 
acres. The regular planting in that 
part of the field where a spacing 
demonstration was conducted was 
fnund to have made a yield of 
146.2 bushels per acre.

Richard H. Cantwell of Jam es 
Bayou community has just brought 
in bags of seed cotton picked from 
I /000th acre areas in cotton dem­ 
onstration plots on his farm. Based 
on calculations made from these 
pickings .it appears that cotton re­ 
ceiving a starter of IOO lbs. of 12- 
12-12 in the row had approximately 
515 lbs. of seed cotton open Tues­ 
day of this week as compared to 
185 lbs. of adjoining rows that had 
not received the benefit of the 
starter. This test is being conduc­ 
ted on very fertile soil which not 
only has a moderately high organ­ 
ic m atter content but is high in 
mineral plant foods and lime. 
On another part of the Cantwell 
farm, the amount of nitrogen ap­ 
plied in the row has been increased 
to IOO pounds of actual material as 
a sort of experiment. Tests in oth­ 
er years have shown good results 
from high applications of nitrogen 
to cotton when applied in the row 
on land with a high phosphorus and 
potash content. However, the plots 
on this farm don’t look so good this 
year. Apparently, maturity is go­ 
ing to be delayed, and that’s never 
a good thing for cotton in this 
northern fringe of the cotton belt. 
Sprays for Cotton Cribs 
Harvey Jackson and Scott Main- 
ord have just asked about best 
methods of cleaning old corn cribs 
of grain insects. The first thing to 
do is to use brooms, hoes, and 
shovels, clean all grain and trash 
out of the bins. Be sure to get be­ 
hind petitions. Also take up some 
floor and get underneath if grain 
and trash have fallen 
through 
cracks. 
After bins have been cleaned, 
spray a ll'o f the inside surfaces 
with DDT. Use 
pints of 25 pqr 
cent DDT emulsion in 2 gallons of 
water.

' Horn* Folk* Serving The Need* of This Area 
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Good Lighting Not Hit Or Miss Job— 
It Must Be Planned; Guide Is Given 


BY IRA MILLER 
Farm Electrification Bureau 


Good lighting is not a hit or miss 
Job. It must be planned. And this 
goes for the farm, particularly, where 
scores of after-dusk accidents happen 
regularly because of poor illumina­ 
tion: 
A dark farmyard can be a pretty 
formidable place in which to take a 
walk. It becomes even more danger­ 
ous when the farmer is hurrying to 
wind up his chores following a long 
tiring day. All of us work better, 
faster and safer if we can see what 
we’re doing, and where we’re doing. 
A 
combination of conventional 
yardlights and floodlights for loca­ 
tions over entrances to service build­ 
ings. and a cluster of floodlights on a 
yard pole to illuminate areas beyond 
buildings will do an adequate exterior 
illumination job. As a guide to how 
this can be accomplished we refer 
to the illustration below, which sug­ 
gests: 


Floodlights on side, near top of 
silo (1); cluster of three floodlights 
mounted on pole for three-directional 
general yard lighting (3); 
Conventional yard lights over en­ 
trance to dairy barn (2), and over 
entrance to poultry house (5) — in 
foreground: 
Floodlights or conventional yard- 
light fixtures, whichever is more effi­ 
cient for individual farm layouts, at 
entrance to hog house (4); at the three 
other No. 5 locations shown—poultry 
house, utility building and garage 
... as well as entrances to such build­ 
ings as machine shed, farm shop, milk 
house, drive-through granary and 
storage structures.

The county agent will 
plan a convenient and workable 
system taking into account such 
things as type of farm ing, con­ 
venience of entering fields, size 
of fields needed, location of ter­ 
race outlets and overfall struc­ 
tures., legality of w ater leaving 
the farm , and other item s need­ 
ing checking. 
A terrace outlet on one field 
w ill probably be the start of ter­ 
race construction. When a good 
sod is established, terraces can be 
built and em ptied into the outlet. 
Several years may be needed to 
com plete a terrace system. 
A com plete w ater m anagem ent 
system usually consists of terrac­ 
es, terrace outlets, diversions, silt 
ing basins, tube or thin section 
overfall 
structures, 
and 
ponds 
for w ater supplies. 
On bottom 
land, drainage is part of water 
m anagem ent. 
To prom ote these practices, Ag­ 
ricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation offices m ake paym ents 
to take care of part of construc­ 
tion costs. For farm ers consider­ 
ing w ater m anagem ent w ork on 
their farm s, 
there 
is a 
good 
chance the local ASC office can 
help w ith part of the construction 
<jost as all Missouri counties have 
been alloted extra money 
this 
year to help on this type of soil- 
saving practice. 
Prior approval 
from the ASC committee m ust be 
obtained before beginning work 
if they are to bear a part of the 
cost. 


There has been concerted effort 
among some o u t-o f-territory seed 
mc nto sell this new variety- 
Tetra Petkus — of rye to farm ­ 
ers in the County. 
The questions 
farm ers 
have 
asked has been due to this effort 
on seed salesm en m aking such 
high promises about T etra Pctkus 
rye. 
Tetra Petkus rye did give a 
good grain yield this year, but 
the test w eight is low and there 
is no evidence th a t the grain has 
feeding value above common rye 
grain. 


At the Dixon 
Springs E xped­ 
ient Station in S outhern Illinois 
this spring, the yield of dry m at­ 
ter from T etra Petkus w as signi­ 
ficantly lower than Balboa rye. 
Also T etar Petkus is nearly three 
weeks later in starting growth in 
the spring, than Balboa. Obser­ 
vations on seedings here in Mis­ 
s o r t last fall do not indicate any 
significant difference betw een Tet 
ra Petkus and Balboa for fall pas­ 
ture. There is no striking tenden­ 
cy tor Tetra Petkus to stool more 
freely 
than 
Balboa 
under like 
conditions. Thus a heavier seed­ 
ing rate to com pensate for the 
larger kernels is indicated. 
From these facts and observa­ 
tions here in M issouri w e believe 
that Balboa rye is still the most 
Practical pasture rye in Missouri. 
Tetra Petkus should be used only 
for grain or seed production. This 
is doubly true w ith present rela­ 
tive seed prices. 
Its lim e to Seed Law ns 
The last week in A ugust or the 
first week in S eptem ber is the 


best time to seed lawns. At this 
time of year there will be less 
competition from weeds and there 
is likely to be cooler w eather with 
a better supply of m oisture. 
Before you start to work, it’s a 
good idea to m easure off your 
lawn into 1000 sq. ft. plots be 
cause most recom m endations on 
lawn seeding are m ade on the ba­ 
sis of this size area. 
Two essential points in making 
a seeding are to m ake sure there 
is an adequate supply of plant) 
food in the soil and to use the!

In 
addition to these, Put on about IO 
pounds of 10-10-10 per sq. ft. If 
you don’t apply lime and rock 
phosphate, use 20 lbs. of 5-20-5. 
It’s im portant to work this fer­ 
tilizer into the top 3 or 5 inches 
of soil. And that is all the deep­ 
er the seedbed needs to be work­ 
ed. In most cases, ifs best not to 
plow the seedbed because that 
m akes it too difficult to get it 
worked down.

tent than hand-picked cotton, he 
pointed out. and each type should 
be processed separated* instead of 
on the age-old basis of “ first come, 
first served.’* 
Unless these bales are ginned 
seperately. both farm ers and gin­ 
ners can lose large amounts of 
money. 
Modern gins have complicated 
new drying and cleaning 
equip­ 
ment and can do an excellent job 
of processing both hand and m a­ 
chine-nicked cotton. County Agent 
Bort Robbins explained. 
Each type, however, 
requires 
different treatm ent and the equip­ 
ment — particularly the drying 
equipment—cannot be adjusted fast 
enough when a load of clean, drv 
cotton and a load of dam p, rough 
cotton follow' one another in line. 
If a ginner sets his drying equip­ 
ment to do the best job on m a­ 
chine-picked cotton, it will be too 
high for clean, hand-picked cotton. 
lf he sets it to do the best job on 
hand-picked cotton, it will be too 
low for machine-picked If he sets 
the dryer somewhere in between. 
he doesn’t do the best job on eith­ 
er type of cotton. 
Farm ers lose in staple reduction 
and bale weight when cotton is 
overdried, they lose in grade when 
it is underdried. The ginner has 
higher fuel costs, lower plant ca­ 
pacity, and press difficulties.
